‘In Agreements 
Ruled Illegal 


WASHINGTON (/#) —The su- 
preme court ruled 6-0 today that 
restrictive real estate agreements 
|which bar colored persons from 
all-white neighborhoods cannot be 
enforced by state federal 
courts. 

Chief Justice Vinson wrote two

opinions upholding in full the| 
rights of colored property owners. | finding in district court “as to/ team 


One opinion dealt with state court 
actions, the other with federal 
court cases. 

Justices Jackson, Reed and Rut- 
ledge took no part in the case. 
Joining with Vinson were Justices 
Black, Frankfurter, Douglas, Mur- 
phy and Burton. 

The six justices at the same time 
refused to declare that such re- 
strictive agreements are them- 
selves invalid. Vinson wrote that 
so long as the agreements are vol- 
untarily adhered to, without en- 
forcement assistance by federal 
or state courts, they violate no 
law. 
| In the case of state counts, Vin- 
son said the “historical context 
in which the 14th amendment be- 
came a part of the constitution” 
must not be forgotten. 

The amendment was adopted 
shortly after the civil war. 

The decisions were given on ap- 
peals filed on behalf or colored 
families in St. Louis, Detroit and 
Washington, D. C. The families 
were barred by court injunctions 
from living in houses which they 
purchased in white neighborhoods. 

Their appeals were from lower 
federal and state .court rulings 
that such restrictiv: agreements, 
or covenants, do not violate the 
U. S. constitution and may be’ en- 
forced by the issuance of, injunc-

These are the bill's 
provisions: . 

1. It weuld raise the total au- 
thorized manpower of the armed 
forces to 2,005,882-—-army 837,000, 
air force 502,000, and navy and 
marine corps 666,882. The pres- 
ent total strength 18 1,584,500. 

2. Men from 18 through 30 
would be registered, with those 
‘from 19 through 25 liable for two 
years’ service. Men in the 19-26 
group could enlist voluntarily in 
the regular army for two years, 
but in no other service. 

3. Most veterans would be ex- 
empt from service, but those un- 
der 31 would have to register.

The main barrier to a truce is 
lthe fierce Arab-Jewish argument 
yver further Jewish immigration 
into Palestine.
